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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-12 in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the claimed invention is a process for 
producing a temperature-dependent switch. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: "METHOD OF PRODUCING A TEMPERATURE- 
DEPENDENT SWITCH WITH STAMPED-ON ADHESIVE LAYER". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The phrase "the region of the join" (claim 1, lines 12-13) lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

7. Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 
No. 4,622,739 to Pejouhy et al. 

Pejouhy et al. disclose a process for producing a temperature-dependent switch, 
comprising the following steps: placement of the switching mechanism (30, 32, 34; etc.) in a 
lower part of the housing (14), closing of the lower part with a cover part (26) while forming at 
least one join (20), pressing, "stamping", on (col. 4, lines 7-20) of an adhesive layer (24) in the 
region of the join in order to seal the join, and allowing the adhesive layer to cure (col. 4, lines 
39-41). 

Regarding to claims 2 and 3, Pejouhy et al disclose the switch is heated before and after 
the stamping on of the adhesive layer (col. 4, line 1-7). 

Regarding claim 4, see Col. 4, lines 65 to col. 5, line 2. 
Regarding claim 7, see Figs. 2 and 5 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Pejouhy et al. 

In the extent, Applicant disagrees that Pejouhy et al utilize stamping on of adhesive layer. 
It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to stamp on of adhesive layer, since the equivalence of 
stamping, pressing, crimping, and clamping for their use in deforming the elastic material in 
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sealing are well known in the art and the select of any of these known equivalents to seal the 
cover part to the lower part of the housing would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 
Furthermore, merely state "stamping" does not preclude pressing, crimping, welding, and 
clamping on of the adhesive layer in order to seal the join because pressing, crimping, welding, 
clamping and "stamping" have the same function to seal the cover part to the lower part of the 
housing. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 5-6, 8-12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
